Still another theory is that Brother 
Jonah lUaine, knowing the situation a* 
only a cunning politician can know it. has 
taken this opportunity to run his North 
Amcric-.n jack knife bet ween Candidate 
Harrison's ribs. If this was his purpose, 
he lias succeeded admirably, for there is 
no hoU'-st An.i riran voter in this land but 
believes that President Cleveland, us well 
ns any private citizen, has the right to 
Interfere with trusts to the extent of his 
ability.— Atlanta Constitution.
